The movie, he said, will be 
based on a book, “The Wallace i 
Phenomenon,” written by him- 
self and House. He said the 
book and movie will be re- 
leased simultaneously. 

Dick Smith helped raise 
^BESigJ^Jinds four years ago 
when Wallace ran as a third- 
party candidate. He said he 
was prompted to make the an- 
nouncement about the movie 
contract because of reports of 
other offers since the gover- 


nor was wounded May 15 in an 
attempted assassination. 
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
